4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the independent claims 1 and 5 applicant has claimed a plurality of sensors 
having the following basic combination of features: a first conductive material and a 
second material compositionally different than the first material such that each sensor of 
the plurality of sensors comprise regions of the first conductive material and regions of a 
second different material and at least one sensor of the array comprising a different 
thickness than one other sensor. The Examiner considers Lewis et al. (5,571,401) to be 
the closest prior art. Lewis ('401 ) teaches a sensor with regions of a first conductive 
material and regions of a second material compositionally different than the first 
material, but does not teach nor suggest varying the thickness between sensors.
